Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant aruged that Johnson in view of Rosenthal does not teach '...initiating a new communication, which is not 
responding to an incoming communication...' and '...providing the audible utterance over the selected second channel 
only while communicating over the first channel concurrently...' as recited in claim 1. Examiner disagreed and 
explained that the user in Johnson can initiate sending a net message to another party when an incoming call has 
been received by the user's console (col. 26, lines 27-39; see Fig. 10B; col. 28, line 59 - col. 29, line 7). Johnson does 
not teach sending an audible utterance representative of a selected phrase, that is why the rejection is a 103(a) 
rejection. 

Rosenthal teaches sending an audible utterance representative of a selected phrase over the selected second channel 
(col. 8, lines 4-13; col. 8, line 29 - col. 12, line 29). 

Applicant well further narrow the claims to read away from the prior art in the next correspondance. 
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
